the result of yesterday’* closing cf the 
Democratic state convention. 
It be­ 
gan in th e’ early morning with a pre­ 
pared slate of c andidates, headed by; 
Bird S. Coler for governor. 
The slate 1 
was not brok< n in any particular. 
Naturally a great deal of the inter­ 
est in the convention centered in the 
attitude it would take tow ,wd the s e a t-' 
ing of William S. Devery, former head 
of the police departm ent of New Y o rk ,1 
who held a regular certificate of elec­ 
tion from the Ninth district. 
It wms 
not an unexpected event that the con­ 
vention decided to unseat him; and it 
was not also unexpec ted that he and i 
his followers were vociferous in their j 
objections. 
W hen the convention d e -1 
cided to adopt the report of the com- j 
mittee by the vote of 422 to 21, then 
Mr. Devery walked out of the conven­ 
tion after be inc snow ed to declare 
himself a good Democrat and proceed­ 
ed to hold a muss-meeting on the steps 
of the United S tates hotel. 
Then Mr. 
Devery started for home and th re a te n ­ 
ed all sorts of disasters for the ticket, 
but halted long enough in bis denun- I 
elations of the lea I cr* to assert that 
he was a good Democrat. 
Perhaps the most dram atic situation * 
during tho long hours of the conven­ 
tion was the refusal to h«»ar the oppo- , 
sition that developed to Mr. Coler from 
the Third district of Kings and from 
New York (tty. Moses W afer of Kings 
and one other delegate attem pted to 
Binh* spAoofcas Fa 
but the 
objection of various delegates and the 
attitude of tin chair in ruling them out 
of order at th at time forbade them 
continuing. 
But when Mr. Coler's 
name had been platen in nomination 
and tho nomination closed. Mr. N athan 
Straus of New York an,-se and offered 
objections to Mr. Coler. Tie was allow­ 
ed to go to the platform to present 
them and he requested, in an em inent­ 
ly fair manner, the privilege of talk­ 
ing. 
He had hardly begun, however, 
j to state his objections when he was 
roundly hissed and finally was ruled 
j out of order. 
H»> started to leave the 
platform, 
p latting 
the 
notes 
from 
which ho was reading in his pocket, 
and when he had reached the steps 
I leading to the auditorium he was sur­ 
rounded by a num ber ot new spaper 
men who desired copies of his remarks. 
He was attem pting to determ ine whom 
to give them to, when a num ber of 
T>immany delegates surrounded him 
ana. pressing him against the wall, 
took the notes from him and tore them 
up. Luckily he had preserved a copy 
in his pocket, and this copy he man­ 
aged finally, after recovering his hat 
and glasses, to hand to the reporters.

Tic crisis comes id 
Women al me Turn­ 
ing Polnl In Life. 


A woman’s life is very much like a 
river. 
It begins in the little rivulet of 
girlhood, but grows broader and deeper 
in womanhood, with 
many a 
rock, 
threatening wreck. 
At last as mid­ 
dle life is approached a look ahead 
shows the river broadened out into a 
calm and placid lake, but before the 
lake is reached there are rapids to be 
run, which threaten peril and misfort­ 
une. 
That calm and placid lake is the 
well-earned rest of wife and mother after 
years of care. 
The rapids that lead from 
the river to the lake mark the period 
known as change of life. 
There are few 
women who pass this period without 
sickness more or less serious. 
Some­ 
times this change of life becomes a sad 
change; the change of decay. The body 
weakens, the mind fails, and in the very 
prime of life the woman finds herself a 


wreck

Just how far-reaching
